Reference  is  made  to  the  memorandum  from  Mr.  Roach 
me  dated  May  13,  1955,  in  which  it  was  reported  that  General  Mark^ 
Clark  indicated  to  the  Director  on  May  18,  1955,  that  he  would 
request  the  Bureau  to  conduct  investigations  concerning  certain 
individuals,  Clark  was  informed  by  the  Director  that  the  inve'sti- 
gations  would  be  completed  within  two  weeks.

The  Liaison  Agent  explained  to  General  Christiansen 
that  it  should  be  clearly  understood  that  when  investigations 
are  initiated  by  the  Bureau  the  employing  agencies  would 
undoubtedly  become  aware  of  the  investigations.  The  Bureau^ 
there fore^  'could  an%icipate  that  queries  would  be  made  of  the 
Bureau  by  the  agencies.  General  Christiansen  conferred  witjH 
General  Clark  concerning  this  matter  and  then  advised  Agent 
Papich  that  as  far  as  General  Clark  was  concerned  interested 
\qgencies  could  be  advised  by  -the  Bureau  that  investigations  had  .

-Befereng^  is  imde  to  my  memorandum  of  February  21, 

1965*  I  reported  that  General  U^rlrttlark^  head-  ^f  the.  taaJc 
force  which  is  surveying  Central  Intelligence  Agency  (CIA) 
operations,  had  stated  that  in  about  two  weeks  he  would  be 
\seeking  an  interview  with  the  Director*  .J  advised  that  a 
brief  was  being  prepared  for  the  Director's  assistance  if 
General  Clark  called  on  him*  General  Clark  indicated  that  he 
would  relay  the  request  to  see  the  Director  through  the  Liaison 
Agent,  General  Clark  also  indicated  that  if  he  met  with  the 
Director  he  might  have  some  names  of  individuals  in  CIA  regarding 
whom  he  might  like  to  have  Mr*  Hoover  make  some  observations* 

The  Liaison  Agent  has  asked  Clark's  staff  to  make  the  names  of 
such  individuals  available,  if  such  names  are  to  be  brought  up 
in  any  discussion  contemplated  by  Clark* 


Set  forth  herewith  are  items  which  may  be  introduced 
for  discussion  by  General  Clark  or  they  may  be  items  concerning 
which  the  Director  may  wish  to  volunteer  comments  to  General 
Clark,  These  items  are  being  presented  in  a  very  summarised 
form,  and  for  the  most  part  consist  of  material  prepared  for 
the  Director  for  His  meeting  with' General  James  Doolittle  held 
on  October  6,  1954* 


CIA  Security: 


With  regard  to  names  of  CIA  employees  which  Clark 
might  introduce  in  a  discussion,  he  undoubtedly  will  be  referring 
to  people  who  have  been  controversial  because  of  their  security 
\background*  In  the  event  that  such  names  come  up,  it  would 
appear  that  all  we  could  do  is  refer  Clark  to  investigations,  if 
they  have  been  conducted  by  us*  Clark  can  be  informed  that  the 
CIA  is  an  organisation  which  has  thousands  of  employees.  Some 
have  been  investigated  by  the  Bureau  as  applicants  for  CIA 
employment ** (Bureau  has  not  investigated  CIA' applicants  since 
\l9Sl*j  Other  have  been  investigated  by  us  under  the  provisions 
of  the  loyalty  program*  There  are  thousands  of  CIA  employees 
who  have  never  been  investigated  by  us*  In  many  of  these  investi 
gations  which  we  conducted  we  did  develop  derogatory  information 
We  are  not  familiar  with  the  interworkings  of  CIA  and  we  do  not 
\know  what  disposition  has  been  made  of  all  of  the  oases*  We  do 
ifcnoio  that  CIA's  employment  standards  differ  from  ours*  We  know 
CIA  has  employed  individuals  with  'backgrounds  which  would  make 
them  unacceptable  for  Bureau  employment*
